peonies  —  Double  Varieties 

Peonies  are  classified  as  DOUBLE,  SINGLE 
and  JAPANESE.  The  DOUBLE  varieties  which 
far  outnumber  the  other  two  classifications,  are 
usually  the  largest  flowers  which  are  made  up  of 
a  great  number  of  petals  sometimes  covering  the 
entire  surface  of  the  flower  and  at  other  times, 
showing  stamens  inter-mingled  with  the  petals. 
We  begin  our  list  with  the  names  and  descriptions 
of  the  DOUBLE  varieties. 

The  name  in  the  brackets  following  the  peony  is  the 
name  of  its  originator.  The  number  accompanying  it  is 
the  rating  given  the  variety  by  The  American  Peony 
Society.

It  has  very  few 
laterals  and  is  probably  the  best  bloom  for  cut  flowers  and 
for  decorative  purposes.  I  purchased  in  1922  the  first  root 
sold  by  Mr.  Lemoine,  brought  it  to  America  and  two  years 
later  sold  the  first  division  of  it  to  Mr.  Harry  Little,  then 
President  of  The  American  Peony  Society,  for  $200.00,  the 
highest  price,  I  believe,  received  by  any  grower  for  a  single 
root  of  any  variety.  Believing  it  to  be  the  best  peony  in  the 
world,  I  have  grown  it  in  great  quantity  and  am  now  able 
to  sell  it  at  a  moderate  price.

Japanese  peonies,  like  single  peonies,  usually 
have  one  row  of  petals  but  the  very  best  ones  have 
three  rows.  The  centers  of  the  flowers,  however, 
are  made  up  of  very  long,  narrow  petaloids  the 
center  of  which  is  usually  the  same  color  of  the 
petals  while  the  edges  are  yellow,  the  same  color 
as  the  stamens  of  single  and  double  peonies.  The 
yellow  edge  of  these  petaloids  often  carries  pollen 
which,  in  other  varieties,  is  carried  on  the  end  of 
the  stamens.  The  very  best  varieties  are  usually 
vigorous  in  growth  and  prolific  in  blooming.

My  customers  know  that  in  addition  to  grow¬ 
ing  and  selling  peonies,  I  have  also,  during  the 
past  three  years,  been  growing  and  selling  AUNT 
MARY^S  SWEET  CORN.  Here  is  a  very  brief 
story  of  the  seed :  Cephas  Atkinson,  my  daughter 
Alice’s  great,  great  grandfather,  came  to  Ohio 
in  1812  while  many  Indians  were  still  in  the  state.

Believing  in  its  great  value, 
on  account  of  its  excessive  tenderness,  sweetness 
and  delicate  flavor,  I  ripened  the  very  small  crop 
of  it  in  October  and  November  with  furnace  heat 
in  the  basement  of  my  home.  I  ripened  enough 
seed  of  it  (always  with  heat)  in  1935  to  place  it 
upon  the  market  at  $2.00  per  pound  prepaid. 

I  have  continued  each  year  ripening  it  with 
heat  and  advertising  it  especially  to  County  Agents 
all  over  the  United  States  so  that  at  the  end  of  the 
1938  season,  I  have  sold  it  in  every  one  of  the  forty- 
eight  states.  During  this  time,  the  price  has  been 
greatly  reduced. 

At  the  present  time,  July,  1938,  the  crop  is  ap¬ 
parently  in  excellent  condition  and  I  am  looking 
forward  to  being  able  to  ripen  enough  seed  to  make 
a  retail  price  of  75  cents  and  possibly  even  60  cents 
per  pound,  with  a  vision  of  a  possible  40  cent  per 
pound  price  to  market  gardeners  who  can  use 
ten  pounds  or  more. 
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During  the  1939  season  and,  if  possible,  during 
the  present  season,  I  would  like  every  one  of  my 
peony  customers  to  have  an  opportunity  to  eat  the 
green  ears  of  AUNT  MARY’S  SWEET  CORN 
which  I  am  more  confident  than  ever  is  indeed  the 
best  in  the  world.

In  this  objective,  I  was, 
for  a  small  town  merchant,  reasonably  successful 
and  with  great  confidence,  I  had  a  right  to  expect 
to  leave  for  my  daughter  an  estate  of  this  world's 
goods  of  at  least  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
value. 

But,  like  the  thousands  and  thousands  of  good 

American  citizens  whose  names  during  the  past 
ten  years  we  have  been  reading  in  the  suicide  col¬ 
umns  of  our  daily  papers,  my  values  were  not  per¬ 
manent.  The  worldly  accumulations  of  a  success¬ 
ful  business  life  of  over  forty  years  have  been 
swept  away  as  if  they  had  never  existed,  and  I 
find  myself  with  about  the  same  amount  of  ap¬ 
parent  values  as  came  to  me  from  my  father  and 
my  mother. 

But  I  am  not  asking  you  to  mourn  with  me 
over  my  losses,  but  to  rejoice  with  me  over  my 
gains. 

My  gains  are  not  only  greater  than  my  los¬ 
ses,  but  they  are  permanent  and  will  not  be  lost 
even  at  the  grave.  And  as  a  human  hand  was 
guided  to  write  the  message  which  brought  me 
in  touch  with  the  source  of  all  permanent  values, 
I  hope  this  hand  of  mine  is  being  guided  to  per¬ 
form  a  similar  service  for  some  one  who  needs 
help  and  encouragement. 

Here  is  the  message :  There  is  a  new  religious 
movement  which  apparently  has  God's  blessing, 
for  it  is  changing  the  lives  of  men  and  women  and 
bringing  them  into  communion  with  what  they  be-

ment  not  confined  to  any  one  faith  and  its  mem¬ 
bers  work  within  their  own  individual  churches. 

It  is  known  as  The  New  Oxford  Group,  and  a 
reading  of  the  books  “For  Sinners  Only"  and  “One 
Thing  I  Know"  both  written  by  A.  J.  Russell,  a 
newspaper  editor  of  London,  England  and  the 
book  “I  Was  a  Pagan"  written  by  V.  C.  Kitchen, 
an  advertising  man  of  New  York  City,  will  bring 
to  your  mind  such  a  vivid  picture  of  the  movement, 
that  your  heart  will  tell  you,  whether  or  not,  this 
group  movement  has  a  message  and  a  field  of 
work  for  you.  You  can  probably  get  any  or  all 
the  books  mentioned  at  your  own  public  library. 
Any  bookseller  will  be  glad  to  order  them  for  you, 
or  for  your  library. 

I  hope  the  reading  of  these  books  will  warm  your 
heart  even  as  the  reading  of  each  of  them  has 
warm.ed  mine.
